10 Nations Agree. 

In Rome, the Foreign Office an- 
nounced that 10 nations — the 
United States, Britain, France, 
Holland, Belgium, Greece, New 
Zealand, Brazil, South Africa and 
Nationalist China—had agreed to 
an Italian appeal of Dec. 8 for the 
treaty changes. 

The Foreign Office said that 
with these acceptances “Italy has 
overcome the humiliating condi- 
tions which had been’ imposed 
upon her by the diktat of 1947.” 

Immediate and violent objec- 
tions from Moscow are expected 
since Russia has opposed every 
step t6 strengthen the Atlantic 
alliance, or to revise any agree- 
ment in which it had a. voice, 
without its consent.

Italy Issues Declaration. 

The Italian government today 
issued a formal‘declaration which: 

1. Denounced the elauses in 
the 1947 peace treaty limiting 
the size of its armed forces and 
barring the production of atomic 
weapons. 

2. Denounced the provision 
calling for neutralization of 
Italy's frontiers, 

3. Erased the section of the 
treaty preamble which brands 
Italy as,an Axis aggressor. 

The treaty limited Italy’s armed 
forces as follows: 

Army, 250,000 men, navy, 25,000 
men, two battleships and not more 
than 67,500 tons of other combat 
vessels, with aircraft carriers and 
submarines barred; air force, 25,- 
000 men, 200 pursuit planes, 150 
transport planes but no bombers. 

Modification Provisions. 

The peace treaty stated that 
the military clauses should re- 
main in force until modified by 
agreement of the Allied and as- 
sociate powers, or until.such time 
as Italy became a member of the 
United Nations. 

Under this provision, Russia is 
expected to claim that revision is 
impossible without its consent 
and. that the present action of 
Western nations is therefore il- 
legal. Russia has _ repeatedly 
blocked Italy from membership 
in the U.N. and prevented revi- 
sion in that manner. 

The Western contention against 
the expected Soviet protest is ex- 
pected to run along this line: 
Russia and its satellite countries 
have consistently violated the 
limitations clauses of the Eastern 
European treaties, and have per- 
mitted’ Hungary, Romania and 
Bulgaria to arm beyond their 
fixed quotas. Therefore Russia is 
responsible for the initial viola- 
tions which, by upsetting the 
power balances, make the Italian 
revision necessary.

Teitelbaum had testified that a 
mysterious “Mr. Watson” tele- 
phoned him, advising him to do 
business with Frank Nathan, gam- 
bler and promoter, and Bert K. 
Naster, ex-convict. The caller 
spoke in a guttural accent, Teitel- 
baum related. a 

Nathan and Naster, according 
to Teitelbaum’s account, tried to 
shake him down for $500,000 on 
the promise that they could keep 
him from going to prison, through 
their association with a “clique” 
of top Government officials. 


Gets Open Hearing. 

Grunewald had demanded an 
open hearing, instead of a closed 
one, but when he finally got the 
epen hearing he refused to an- 
swer questions. There was a bit- 
ter clash at the outset between

COAL-TO-OIL TEST 
AT LOUISIANA (MO.) 
PLANT SUCCESSFUL 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21 (AP)— 
The Bureau of Mines said last 
night it has completed success- 
fully a month-long test run at 
Louisiana, Mo., of its new demon- 
stration plant for making liquid 
fuels from coal. 


The bureau said the run 
“marked a milestone in a program 
of technologic and scientific re- 
search” which has greatly im- 
proved a German technique and 
adapted it to American condi- 
tions. 

John J. Forbes, bureau director, 
said in a press release the primary 
purpose of the run was to demon- 
strate that all equipment was in 
operating condition and no at- 
tempt was made to obtain peak 
production. He said enough motor- 
grade gasoline and diesel oil were 
produced in barrel lots to allow 
for evaluation.

The latter showing, 
of course, reflected the marked 
trend to suburban dwellings 
among whites. The over-all 
change for the city’s population, 
as told heretofore, was from 816,- 
048 to 856,796, or an increase of 
5 per cent. 

For the metropolitan district 
the number of non-whites in- 
creased from 151,448 in 1940 to 
216,455 last year, while the num- 
ber of whites rose from 1,280,640 
to 1,464,826. The combined show- 
ing for the metropolitan district 
was a rise from 1,432,088 to 
1,681,281, or 17.4 per cent. The 
growth in number of non-whites 
was 45,194 for the city and 19,813 
elsewhere in the metropolitan 
district.

A total of $580,000,000 can be 
transferred from “end item” mili- 
tary aid programs to civilian eco- 
nomic assistance under this pro- 
vision. Britain is thus due to re- 
ceive the Hion’s share of the total 
amount transferrable.

That ended the longest dead- 
lock in U.N. history, and it showed once again 


what the United States can do when it really 


exerts pressure in the U.N. 


But even in the end, the Russian bloc was by ; 


" mo-means alone in opposition to Greece, and a 
question remained as to how deeply the United 
' Stateg has offended the other No-voters, not to 
mention those who reluctantly voted in favor of 

‘a two-year Security Council term for Greece. 

The trouble stemmed out of a 1946 agreement 

assigning one seat to a member of the Soviet 
_hlog. The United States contended that this 

agreement expired with the year in whith 
it was made. But other nations, notably Great 

Britain, felt that it was still binding. And, of 

course, the Russians felt that way. 

Maybe the agreement never should have been 
made—even though the international climate five 
years ago was rather less cold than it is now. 
But sinee so many nations felt that it should be 
observed, the Americans might well have asked 
themselves what was to be gained by opposing 
White Russia. 

White Russia would have replaced Yugoslavia 
among the six non-permanent Security Council 
members. It could have made little differ- 
ence in Council votes. Furthermore, Russia 
is one of the five permanent members with 
power of veto, so the presence of Greece can 
hardly strengthen the non-Russian bloc in a 
Council showdown. 

The affair thus boils down to insistence by 
the United States on having its way, agreement 
or no agreement, on an issue which other West- 
ern nations did not regard as of enough signifi- 
cance to be worth a fight. It strengthened the 
hand of those who insist the United States is 
unalterably and uncritically against everything 
Russian, be it right or wrong. Is it good diploma- 
cy to spread that impression when there is no 
compensating advantage to be gained? 

The story of Russian stubbornness and Rus- 

' sian lack of courtesy is old and long. It invites 

a like rejoinder. It is eae ae for exam- 
ple, that Representative John M. Vorys (Rep.) 
Ohio, should feel strongly about Vishinsky. We 
all do. But what did he gain when in a Paris 
speech he called the Russian a “venomous old 
goat” and talked about not entering a contest 
with a “skunk”? This is not the language of 
diplomacy. Tact is not appeasement, so it might 
be employed both in speeches and in the selec- 
tion of fighting issues. 

Maybe the seating of White Russia would not 
have contributed in the least to a quieting of in- 
ternational recriminations. But the seating of 
Greece is not much help either. We might have 
tried the politic thing, especially when there was 
no risk involved in the experiment.

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The 9612 Still Missing 


The Communists say they hold 3192 American 
prisoners in Korea, and the U.N. Command re- 
ports 12,804 Americans missing. That leaves 
9612 to be accounted for. 

In appraising the discrepancy, one fact should 
be kept in mind. The fighting in Korea involved 
two great retreats by U.N, forces—one from 
Seoul to Pusan in the first weeks of the war, 
and another from the Yalu in November and 
December of 1950, Apart from these, major with- 
drawals there were many other local or limited 
ones in a war characterized until last summer 
by sharply fluctuating fortunes.

If the entire population of a city the size of 
Beltimore, or a countryethe size of Jordan, were 
wiped out, the event would be called a holo- 
caust.

The first of the million killed was a real es- 
tate man named H. H. Bliss who stepped from 
a trolley and was run over by an electric car- 
riage in New York City on Sept. 13, 1899. Now 
the millionth repetition of death by automobile 
is nearing, the National Safety Council’s records 
show. How much has America lost.in these mil- 
lion lives—in the houses they did not build, the 
wheat they did not grow, the pictures they did 
not paint, the songs they did not sing? The loss 
is incalculable but undoubtedly enormous. 

There is, at the least, plenty of reason to re- 
solve that the toll of the automobile in its sec- 
ond half-century shall not be as high as it was 
in the first half-century. Unless drastic improve- 
ments are made in the performances of drivers 


and pedestrians the toll is likely to be far great- 


er. With increasing numbers of cars on the 
streets and highways, 35,000 persons were killed 
in 1950.

The Oklahoma Democrat says that when Con- 
gress reconvenes he will introduce a bill to: 


1. Prohibit any member of Congress from 
interfering in a tax case pending before the 
Internal Revenue Bureau. 

2. Place tax collection agents under civil 
service. 

3. Require publication of any intervention 
by a member of Congress in an RFC loan 
case. 

4. Bar pensions to officials convicted of

Is the defense effort too big? In. pour- 
ing out enormous sums of their taxpayers’ 
money and tying up their supplies of raw 
materials, are the free nations of the West- 
ern world making themselves not more 
secure, as they think, but less secure?

Danger in Surplus Power 


But, second'y, to go oh at full speed 
would also be dangerous. It might actually 
increase the risk of war. A large surplus 
of power in the hands of one of two parties 
to a quarrel is always dangerous. 

The object of the whole defense pro- 
gram is to avert a third world war. That 
being so, when we have caught up with 
the — we should drastically reduce 
speed. 9 

That, it seems to me, is the weakness of 
the present defense program. It doesn’t 
look as if it means to slow down. It 
was conceived in the near-panic days of a 
year ago. The armed services were given 
a blank check and told to fill it in. They 
naturally filled it in to cover everything 
they wanted. 

It is time that the citizens, the laity, 
took over control of the defense program. 
Civilians should tell the military that they 
could have all the weapons now planned 
that could actually be finished by Dec. 31, 
1953; there should be no. attempt to cut 
them back. But, notice should be given 
now that starting on Jan. 1, 1954, the 
defense budgets of the Western nations 
will be reduced to not more than 10 per 
cent of those countries’ national incomes. 

There. *would be plen of protests 
against this plan. Any number of attempts 
would be made to scare the Western 
nations into going on spending at the top 
rate. But there is a clear answer to give 
advocates of high-level spending: 

“If after three years of unlimited effort 
to catch up, you still say that a tithe of 
all our wealth, every year, is not enough 
to enable you to defend us against a nation 
only one quarter as strong as we are, then 
you don’t know your job.” . 


Inflation Breeds Communism 


To adopt a plan of this nature; and to 
adopt it now, would have two advantages. 
First, it would reduce the present rate of 
spending. If the military were told that 
they must not start anything now that 
they couldn’t keep going on drastically 
reduced appropriations after 1953, they 
would suddenly discover that much of 
their present plans would be curtailed. 

And secondly, a gleam of hope would be 
given to the sorely tried Western peoples. 
Rearmament is creating plénty of head- 
aches for the American people, but I doubt 
pas roa they fully realize how much more

They were the MacDonald Con- 
struction Co., 1310 South Grand 
boulevard, and the McCarthy 
Bros. Construction Co., 4903 Del- 
mar boulevard.

Webb Construction Co., 3661 En- 
Tight avenue; for $23,951,225. 
Lew Bid Higher Than Estimate. 


The low bid of $20,670,000 is 
about $2,000,000 higher than the 
architect’s estimate for the proj- 
ect. -It is within the govern- 
mental maximum of $2500 a 
room, set by Congressional legis- 
lation for federally - subsidized 
housing. 

The bid averages about $2480 
a room, considerably higher than 
the $2089 esi. 1ate placed earlier 
on the project by federal hous- 
ing officials. 

The bid average, however, in- 
eludes site improvements, Mayor 
Joseph M. Darst pointed out, 
while the federal housing esti- 
mates did not include them.

Tallulah ‘Hit Me, Threw Me Out 
Of Dressing Room,’ Ex-Maid Says 


‘Cancer of the 


Charges Actress Threatened to Give Her 


Breast,’ Drank 


Liquor Almost Daily. 


Mrs. Evyleen Cronin, 59-year-old 
former maid-secretary who claims 
actress Tallulah Bankhead 
punched ‘her in the bosom in New 
York and hit her and threw her 
out of a dressing room in San 
Francisco, resumes testimony in 
her own defense today. 
Mrs. Cronin, a graduate of 
burlesque and ‘vaudeville before 
working for Miss Bankhead, 
being tried on charges of stealing 
$4284 from the actress by raising 
the amounts of 26 cheeks. 
Taking the stand as the first 
defense witness yesterday, Mrs. 
Cronin admitted raising 50 to 75 
checks which Miss Bankhead 
wrote to reimburse her for money 
she spent for the actress’s inci- 
dental expenses. 

Lists Expenses. 
She said she had to raise them 
to pay for a highly variegated 
list of things, including: Tips, 
panties, soap, bourbon, scotch, 
stone lions, slacks, a hairbrush 
for an actor, cosmetics, cham- 
pagne, port wine, whisky sours, 
groceries, a/taxicab driver with 
a hard-luck story, brassieres, lob- 
sters, and old-fashioned ginger 
cough syrup at $7.50 a bottle. 
Mrs. Cronin testified that her 
actress -boss demanded cham- 
pagne before every stage appear- 
ance, and that one of her duties 
was to supply it. 
The defendant said she bought 
liquor for Miss Bankhead “three 
or four times a day almost every 


“She Drinks Bourbon.” 
Asked if the stage and radio 
star was a scotch drinker, Mrs. 
Cronin replied, “No, she drinks 
bourbon.” 

Besides charging that Miss 
Bankhead struck her and said 
“Tl give you cancer of the 
breast” when she mentioned that 
the actress might be spending 
too much money, Mrs. Cronin 
said Tallulah then called her 
names. At the request of defense 
attorney Fred G. Moritt, the de- 
fendant jotted down the lan- 
guage Miss Bankhead had used— 
six lines on a memo pad — but 
Judge Harold Stevens decided 
they were so torrid they could 
not be spoken aloud. 

The name pad was entered in 
the appeal record but the judge 
would not let the all-male jury 
look at it. 

“Hit Me, Threw Me Out.” 
Mrs. Cronin also testified that 
once in San Francisco she went 
out to get Miss Bankhead a 
whisky sour and so was not pres- 
ent to help the star change cos- 
tumes at the proper time. When 
she got back, Miss Bankhead “hit 
me and threw me out of the 
dressing room.” 

Mrs. Cronin said that at the 
time of the punching Miss Bank- 
head told her: “Evyleen (she pro- 
nounces it Eve-i-lin), I don't want 
you to ever talk about money 
again—it happens to be my busi- 
ness.” Mrs. Cronin said she never 
did., But she swore that every 
cent of the checks she raised 
went for things for Miss Bank- 
head. 

Mrs. Cronin testified that: 

1. She bought liquor for Miss 
Bankhead “three or four times a 
day” and that the actress and her 
friends consumed it.

Mrs. Cronin testified today that 
she saw. Miss Bankhead take 
“deep breaths” of a marijuana 
cigarette at a cabaret in Evans- 
ville, Ind. She said the incident 
took place while Miss Bankhead 
was on tour last year with the 
show “Private Lives.” 

Mrs. Cronin said she accom- 
panied Miss Bankhead, William 
Langford and Earl Smith, whom 
she described as a piano player, 
to an Evansville cabaret where 
marijuana cigarettes were 
brought out. She testified that 
Miss Bankhead, Langford and 
Smith “took deep breaths” of the 
cigarettes. .Mrs. Cronin said she 
later paid a $55 bill out of her 
own pocket, and that whien Miss 
Bankhead expressed a desire for 
more cigarettes “Bill” paid for 


them 
‘Paid for Cocaine.’ 

Mrs. Cronin testified also that 
once she paid for cocaine which a 
cabaret operator brought to Miss 
Bankhead’s theater dressing room 
at the Plymouth theater in New 
York some time between Oct. 4, 
1948, and May 7, 1949. She said 
the late Vicky Wells—"“he was 
from Harlem and had a cabaret 
downtown”—was a good friend of 
Miss Bankhead’s. He came to the 
dressing room and he brought in 
cocaine,” she said. Mrs. Cronin 
testified Miss Bankhead told her 
to pay for the cocaine and she 
did. She said that-she bought 
cocaine from Wells only once. 
Harry Blaisdell, a manufac- 
turer, testified he called the po- 
lice at 3 a.m. to come and get the 
actress during a gay party at his 
house in which “cursing and 
screaming” broke the quiet of the 
night in Marblehead, Mass.

NEW YORK, Dec. 21 pe 
The major league of Japan sotight 
American ball players today to 
improve their quality of play, and 
sent a talent scout to the United 
States to look over the field, 

The scout, Teijiro Kurosaki, 
said he intended to make ‘no 
wholesale raids as did the Mexi- 
can league in 1946, and empha- 
sized that nothing would be done 
that would not meet the approval 
of American baseball authorities. 


Kurosaki will meet today with 
baseball commissioner Ford Frick 
and has scheduled appointments 
later with American League pres- 
ident Will Harridge in Chicago 
and St. Louis Browns president 
Bill Veeck. 


“We are ready to pay up to 
$5000 plus all expenses .of travel 
and living in Japan for players 
who are very good and who are 
interested in going over there for 
next season from March to Octo- 
ber,” he said. 


It was his belief that most of | 
the players who are selected will 
be from the higher minor circuits. 
He conceded that the quality of | 
play in the two Japanese major |

TOKYO, Dec. 21 (UP) — The 
Japanese. Government announced 
today it will provide a subsidy

The Gallic Touch 


* HERE is no more representative example of the French 
“motion picture style than “MARIE DU PORT,” which 
' Opens tomorrow at the ART THEATER. Its plot is decep- 
tively simple, a basic situation which, considerably dry-cleaned 
and prettied up, has with variations often 

served for Hollywood light comedy. 

M. Chatelard, an urbane, well-to-do, bored 
middle-aged proprietor of a Cherbourg res- 
taurant and movie house, is beginning to find 

his pretty mistress a little wearing. Visiting 

her native fishing village for her father’s 

- funeral, he meets her young sister, a barmaid. 
named Marie who is 18 or thereabouts. 

The cynical but kindly Chatelard, who is accustomed to 
taking his affairs with women casually, is drawn to the girl, 
almost against his will. His first off-hand, humorous gambits 
are received almost sullenly. Marie exerts none of the cus- 
tomary obvious wiles, no coquetry. Yet, with a calm assurance 
and instinctive shrewdness that needs no experience to sharpen 
it, she sets about gathering in her sophisticated prey. In the 
end she has handcuffed her hopelessly outmaneuvered antago- 
nist in marriage, a fate which he previously regarded as some- 
thing worse than death, but which he manages to accept with 
a philosophical ruefulness. 

It is the treatment that makes “Marie du Port” distinctive. 
As adapted from a novel by Georges Simenon and directed by 
Marcel Carne of “Children of Paradise” fame, it is much more 
intricate than appears on the surface. It is mature, subtle, 
perceptive, with a sharp realism that is flavored with a wry, 
astringent irony. 

The pace is leisurely. There is time for nuance, for allu- 
sion in manner and expression. It is a delicately wrought 
miniature. There is no attempt at strong impact in most of 
the telling. Rather the mood and the sense infiltrate into the 
consciousness. Even the one startling scene, where Chatelard 
and Marie find her mooning former boy-friend, who had at- 
tempted to kill himself in youthful despair, in bed with Chate- 
lard’s former mistress, is tempered with irony. 

Jean Gabin is just about perfect as the suave and restless 
Chatelard. As Marie, Nicole Courcel successfully combines 
innocence with unschooled native wisdom and a determined 
practicality. Blanchette Brunoy gives an intelligent perform- 
ance as the mistress. 


Pleasant Comedy 

Clifton Webb, who always does a swell job of playing 
Clifton Webb, no matter whether the character be disguised 
as a Belvedere or an irate father, sparks “ELOPEMENT,” at 
the MISSOURI, but it has a compact, lightly humorous script 

by Bess Taffel with an agreeable dash of 

HA sentiment, so that it is by no means a one- 
man show, but rather a well-rounded pleas- 
ant little family comedy. 

Mr. Webb plays an industrial designer who 
trembles with indignation when his gifted 
daughter runs off with what Clifton regards 
as a pipsqueak of a college instructor. He 
and his wife are somewhat shocked to find that the instructor’s 
parents are equally outraged, being convinced the girl lured 
their poor, naive boy into eloping. Fighting like cats and dogs, 
the whole passel set out in an automobile pursuit that lasts 
most of the night. By morning, even Webb’s customary arro- 
gant omniscience has been worn down to the point where he 
has acquired a tolerant fondness for the other parents. Mean- 
while the runaway pair have quarreled, called off the mar- 
riage, and gone back home. So, in an O. Henryish twist, the 
parents have to set about persuading the young people to 
elope again. 

Altogether, there are a good many laughs, but it is the 
warmth and humaness of the comedy that gives it its attrac- 
tive quality rather than gags or stress on bright dialogue. 
Clifton is aided competently by Charles Bickford, Reginald 
Gardiner, William Lundigan and Anne Francis. 


A Crook Reforms Again 


The confidence man who melts and reforms in the face 

of the innocence and purity of the heroine is about as old a 

Hollywood plot commodity as the chase. Thomas Meighan 

used to use the theme regularly and with great success in the 

old silents. It pops up again in a crook 

drama, “THE LIGHT TOUCH,” at the OR- 

PHEUM, but is done with such finesse and 

brittle competence that it seems almost new. 

It has been fortuitously cast. Stewart 

Granger as a glib art thief who steals a 

Renaissance painting from a Sicilian museum, 

Pier Angeli as the sweet young Italian artist 

to whom Granger makes love so as to persuade her to do 

a copy of the painting, and George Sanders as Granger’s 

elaborately sardonic confederate, take the stock curse off their 

characters by force of personality. Miss Angeli, who manages 

a genuine radiance and a spirituality in even a routine drama 

like this, makes it almost plausible that the conscienceless and 

utterly amoral art thief is finally persuaded to give back the 
painting to the church that owned it. 

The play of cross and double-cross as the crooks scheme 
against each other is intriguing, and there is some unexpected 
humor, so the film winds up as pretty fair entertainment. 

Not so the other feature, “THE UNKNOWN MAN.” That 
a prominent lawyer would murder an underworld chief simply 
because his love of justice is offended by the crime-lord’s im- 
perviousness to prosecution, is about as absurd an idea as could 
be imagined. It not only is solemnly offered here, but is topped 
by an even more ridiculous ending in which the lawyer ex- 
piates his own crime to conform to the motion picture code, 
and at the same time handily avenges society on a killer. 
Walter Pidgeon, Ann Harding, Barry Sullivan and Edward 
Franz are mixed up in the fantastic proceedings. 


Nary a Chill 


The FOX has what is intended to be a horror program 
in two films, “THE STRANGE DOOR,” and “SON OF DR.

Little Josiah was eight years 
old when he was placed on the 
throne once occupied by the ma- 
jestic shepherd Jad of Bethlehem. 
Of course, he had to be guided 
by older heads and hands, but by 
the time he had turned 16, the 
royal boy showed a zealous spirit 
for the restoration of Jehovah as 
the only true God. And there 
was no outside disapproval; in- 
stead there was opportunity for 
religious leadership and reform 
in Judah now. For the Assyrians, 
who from without really domi- 
nated the politics of the kingdom, 
were indifferent about such mat- 
ters, being themselves harassed 
by onrushing hordes of barbarian 
Scythians. 

In the eighteenth year of Jos- 
iah’s rule, with no threat against 
peace on the horizon of Judah, 
the high priest Hilkiah was given 
orders by the young king.

_Soon, a prophet greater than 
either Zephaniah or Nahum was 


- to come forth and stand by his 


people and Jerusalem in their 
worst despair and desolation. 
This was Jeremiah, the great one, 
who served selflessly and valiant- 
ly. But Jeremiah’s 40 years of 
labor for the Lord came mainly 
after the days of Josiah. The 
king’s earnest efforts met only 
with heartiest approval from: the 
young prophet, though he was 
still only a fledgling priest of a 
village some three miles north- 
east of Jerusalem. 

For most of his reign, King 
Josiah ruled in peace, but finally 
he took up arms against the in- 
vading troops of Pharaoh Necho 
II of Egypt. These*invaders were 
on their way northward to join 
forces with baited Assyria. When 
Josiah was killed in the famous 
Battle of Megiddo, he was just 
39 years old. 

Thus died the last king of 
Judah who merited the name of 
a good and true man. In his 
prophecies Jeremiah lamented for 
him, and “the hill of Megiddo” 
became an axiom in the public 
mouth for the eclipse of the last 
gleam of the people’s glory.
